BLOOD ORANGES. 

German Chemists Trying to Learn Se 
cret of Their Color. 

There is a great demand in Ger- 
many for the so-called "Italian blood 
orange." The popular idea there is 
that this fruit is colored, not by na- 
ture, but by injections of some arti- 
ficial vegetable dye. To discover the 
truth or fallacy of this belief, several 
well-known German chemists have 
been experimenting, first, to find out 
from theb! .od orange itself if its color 
is due to artificial means, and, second- 
ly, to change the common Italian or- 
ange into a blood orange by injections 
of different kinds of coloring matter. 
The experiments, however, have not 
been attended with success. It was 
found that no tingle injection of any 
solution would color more than one 
part of the orange, and that if several 
injections were made, -ie fruit was 
likely to decompose very quickly. 
The theory was then advanced that 
the coloring was produced by water- 
ing the roots of the trees with a blcod- 
red vegetable solution. It is needless 
to say this experiment was as barren 
of results as thefirst. 



LIME WATER FOR STRE-To. 



Dr. A. ,'.ddowes, writingtoa med-

Eddowes' plan on an experimental 
basis. Lime, we are told, is employed 
near Vienna for the disinfection of 
sewage. Collected in one of three 
tanks, a day's sewage is mixed with 
fresh milk of lime in the proportion 
of from one to two percent. The mix- 
ture settles for 48 hours, then the 
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The sedimene remaining is used as 
manure. Its valuein this latterdirec- 
tion is alleged to be great. The ef- 
fluent was said to be clearer than the 
water in adjoining mountain streams. 
I may remark that Hum has longbeen 
used for purifying sewage. From six 
to U grains of lime are employed per 
gallon of sewage. Tht objection to 
this method is the rapid putrefaction 
of the sewage if too much lime is add- 
ed, while it is said that as the organic 
matters in suspension ate alone affect- 
ed, purification is defective, and the 
manure of no value. — London Chron-

COMMUNICATION WITH MARS. 

Eminent Astronomer Sums np Difflcat- 
ties of the Situation 

Sir Robert Ball, in a recent con- 
tribution to an American magazine, 
baa shown in a brief anil sensible way 
that signaling to Mars is beyond the 
peVer of human resources. Th« au- 
thority of this eminent astronomer, 
assert, the Portland (Iregonian, af- 
fordf satisfaction to those of us who 
su.-pect certain scientists of pander- 
ing to sencrtiienalism and notoriety. 
It is also vert improbable, even if 
there are intelligent beings on Mare, 
that they could send a signal to u<* 
which we could detect. 

That there il life on the surface of 
our neighbor planet Sir Robert does 
not di,pute. nor is he prepared to 
controvert the Uu*fy that the lines, 
called cana!,. are the work id an arti- 
ical 
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ing signals with 

our present instruments of observa- 
tion, or of creating a disturbance on 
this planet snich as could be n>cn by 
the Martians, unle.-s they have tele- 
seopes far beyond the power of ours. 
The atmosphere which ib-nsely tv- 
velops the earth i, in itself enough 
to baffle their efforts to study our 
planet, or to receive a signal from 
us. Our difficulty in penelratingthe 
gaseous vapors of Jupiter and Venus 
satisfy the best of oua; astronomers 
on that point. We get a fairlvgood 
view of M.us because of tht extreme- 
ly attenuated atmosphere on that 

Moreover, the best of our telescopes 
reduce the apparent dintnUUM of an 
object hardly to a thousandth part. 
When Mars is nearest the earth. itF 
distance from us fa about ;)5.I>00,(I1M) 
miles. Our greau,t telescopes can 
reduce this distance to an apparent 
SMM miles. Signals from Mare 
must therefore be- sufficiently great 
to h( rieihie to the naked eye 35.000 
mile- away. Tin, is about one and 
one-half time, the circumference- of 
the earth, or about 1,400 times the 
apparent distance of the- moon 
through a great telescope. Everyone 
will admit that an abject to be seen 
by the naked rye :i3.oOO miles away 
mn-t be trem. nduuely large. Of such 
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I our experience is 
im|Missible for the**, they cannot see 
the largest of our cities-. Ifwecould 
wave at them I flag as big a* the 
whole state of < begun, they might no- 
tice it, but in all probability the gases 
and vapors of the earth would shut 
off their view. If the entire surface 
of I^ake Superior could l>e covered 
with petroh urn and set on fire, the 
occurrence nrighl K*eb their vision. 
If an equal phenomenon should take 
place on Mars, it would just barely 
be discernible to us as a tiny point 
of light. All the vast power of Ni- 
agara falls could not produce light 
I nough for a signal. If ibis greatest 
source of power which man has is 
insufficient, the futility of signaling 
may be accepted, at least until hu- 
man kind has gained more control of 
natural fo rce, than at prese nt. 
TYPHOID FEVER.

In typhoid fever, says the Scots- 
man, the germs arc not given off from 
the breath, mouth secretions or skin, 
but are confined to the bowel dis- 
charges and the secretion of the kid- 
neys. If thc,e di.-charges be perfectly 
disinfected antl ordinary cleanliness 
be observed as regards the patient's 
surroundings t here is little fear of in- 
fection. We get typhoid fever from 
watcrormilk into which thegermsof 
the ailment have been allowed' to ea- 
cape. Thus what givesittooneinfha 
case of an epidemic gives it to all. A 
polluted water supply with' millions 
of germs breeding and multiplying in 
it is liable to infect a whole com- 
munity,, and this, indeed, is the his- 
tory of roost of the outbreaks of ty- 
phoid fever that occur. Thi n. again, 
we hue* thai oyst t . cocklei ar.d 
mussels taken from the kf« over 
which the rewagi from t town is al- 
lowed to pats will convey theferer.
